Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Admitted Prior Art (hereinafter APA) in view of Deliens (5,908,570). 

Applicant acknowledges all the features of the instant invention as acknowledged in the 
Description of the Prior Art except for the seal consisting of a bead of polymerizable plastic 
material formed of silicon deposited onto one of the surfaces. Deliens teaches the use of such a 
sealing technique (col. 3, lines 10-13). It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the teaching of Deliens for the sealing of 
the of two surfaces since such sealing would prevent leakage from between the surfaces. 
As to the method of assembling it would be obvious to a skilled individual to perform any know 
technique to insert the bead between the two surfaces. As Deliens teaches of injection molding 
such bead between the two surfaces one may either apply it prior to inserting one element into 
the second or pour the liquefied bead within the space between the surfaces. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over APA in view of 
Deliens and further in view of Johnson et al. (6,485,589) (hereinafter Johnson). 

The APA and Deliens, in combination, teach all the features of the instant invention except for 
the expansion agent added to the silicone. Johnson teaches using the expansion agent with 
silicone. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the expansion agent since such addition would improve outdoor 
weatherability of the device. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 5/27/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Deliens is nonanalogous art, it has been held 
that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order 
to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 

F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the applicant's seal made from the 
bead of the polymerizable plastic material is used to from a seal that prevents leakage and thus 
the seal taught by Deliens is clearly taught. Now the purpose as to why such seal is provided is 
based on the point of use. It would be obvious to a skilled individual where an insertable object 
is to be inserted within a tight external body the seal would deform or break or dislocate from its 
original position. Thus to prevent that one having an ordinary skill would look for the sealing 
environment where a type of seal is used that would not dislocate upon an insertion within a 
body. 

5. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
In this case, when an object is to be inserted in a body having less spacing in between the two, 
one having ordinary skill in the art would use a seal that would not dislocate from its position 
and thus the seal of Deliens would be perfect seal to be used.
